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TO MAINTAIN STABILITY 
It is to be hoped that President Ken­ 
nedy, in admonishing governmental depart­ 
ments to trim financial sail, will provide an 
important stimulus in helping the nation to 
maintain the stability of its currency. A 
developing unfavorable trade balance em­ 
phasizes the importance of such measures. 
A year ago this imbalance sparked an 
outflow of gold which for a time threatened 
a minor panic. The threat was short-lived, 
however. President Eisenhower’s order for­ 
bidding Americans to hold gold on foreign 
deposit after last June I arrested the 
gold outflow. For a time our*money trou­ 
bles seemed to have been sidetracked. 
Now, however, the challenge to the dol­ 
lar has been renewed. Financial experts 
offer various explanations as to why, 
among them the following: * 
Our 12 fellow members of the West 
err Alliance are still not carrying their pro­ 
portionate share of the defease load. 
Growth of the European Common Mar­ 
ket threatens to reduce our exports of fa rn] 
and factory products. 
Our receipts from trade, travel and busi­ 
ness sources during 1960 lagged 3.8 billions 
behind our similar expenditures abroad. 
Our gross national product Is not increas­ 
ing as rapidly as we had hoped. 
Whatever the explanation, the present 
state of affairs Is one which the nation can­ 
not afford to ignore. Reduction of spending 
by departments of the federal government 
will help.

DEATH ON THE GRIDIRON 
Statistics about violent death have a cer­ 
tain shock value. They tend to focus close 
attention on wily such deaths occur. Here 
goes, then: More than 20 football players 
already have been killed in the game thus 
far this season, and most of them were high 
school boys. 
This ought to jar school officials and par­ 
ents of high school students into demand­ 
ing a long overdue study of causes of grid 
fatalities. There should be a serious effort 
to find out why, despite improvements in 
helmets and other safety equipment, the 
number of football deaths continues to in­ 
crease. 
Forest Evashevski, University of Iowa 
athletic director, thinks the nose guards 
attached to helmets may be responsible for 
many of the fatalities. Shock to the head 
is heightened by these devices, in his opin­ 
ion. He also believes the nose guards make 
players over-confident and thus more reck­ 
less, often with tragic results. Evashevski 
may be right; he may not. A careful study 
by experts is indicated. 


THE TURKEY OF OLD 
The fellow transplanted years ago from 
farm to city knows that Thanksgiving Day 
has changed. And he may validly doubt 
that his sons and daughter's, blessed though 
they are with an abundant board, know the 
thrill of the feast he once knew. 
The big change has been in the turkey. 
This bird has not always boon a double- 
breasted salute to scientific feeding and 
coddled confinement. The turkey of yester­ 
day was monarch of the barnyard, and 
roamed it with unfettered, regal dignity. 
The day before Thanksgiving it had to be 
run down, forced to the chopping block and 
beheaded. The swing of the axe and its 
flopping demise constituted shuddery, en­ 
during drama which women and little girls 
preferred to avoid. The bird was then im­ 
mersed in scalding water, separated from 
its feathers, and its interior fittings re­ 
moved to make room for the dressing. 
This turkey, when finally brought to the 
table, may not have been the plump plat­ 
ter decoration we know- today but neither 
was it an impersonal, long dead prize of 
forced feeding and refrigeration. It called 
to mind the pioneers. More than food from 
the market and the token of convenience, it 
was the fruit of struggle.

I am old enough to rem em ber when Americans 
were polite. The girl at the other end of the tele­ 
phone was a polite person, with a soft and gentle 
voice; the m essenger who delivered the W estern 
Union telegram s w as a polite boy, who wore a 
uniform and was pleased to receive a Up. Men, 
when spoken to by ladies, took their hats off. And 
so it went. 
This form of gentility has gone out of Ameri­ 
can life, although it continues to exist elsewhere. 
A W estern Union m essenger no longer wears a 
uniform and is not likely to be a fast moving boy 
but is probably‘anyone from an old man to an old 
woman, who delivers the message at a snail’s 
pace. Or the message m ight be telephoned in, 
which is not what the sender paid for. In fact, a 
cable from Italy received by American Cables 
was telephoned to me and then came in the mail 
two days later. If the sender had used air mail it 
would not have been much slower and it would 
have cost less. 
T ry to complain about poor service to a public 
utility and you might get a fresh voice at the 
other end who does not understand th at he is 
paid to perform a service and th at it is good pub­ 
lic relations to be polite. In fact, the more im­ 
pudent the response, the more usual is the occa­ 
sion. 
W hat has done this to our people? 
W hen I was a boy, I used to deliver flowers 
and in those days a dime tip was standard. A 
sport gave a quarter. But w-e acted very gen­ 
te e l. dime or a quarter, and if anyone got fresh, 
he was shown the door and was never adm itted 
again. Later, when I went to high school, I got 
a job as a hat-check boy. I worked in two fashion­ 
able restaurants. We got a dime even from mil­ 
lionaires but we were not perm itted to keep the 
money. Our uniforms had no pockets and the con­ 
cessionaire soon discovered who swiped dimes. As 
a m atter of fact, we often found a way to keep a 
tip for ourselves, particularly if some fellow w ant, 
ed to show off os a big spender. 
W e had to be polite or we were brod. It was 
a good after-school job, usually running from 
about 7 p. rn. until midnight for the youngsters. 
I had to earn my way through high school and 
college, to get a little ex tra money. There was no 
union to protect impoliteness. There was no class- 
consciousness. A job was a job and one was thank­ 
ful to have one That is how people got well-off — 
by holding a job and saving money. 
These days, the incompetent* the fresh, the 
impolite cannot lie fired because tenure is pro­ 
tected by unions and money has lost its value and 
because other people s taxes pay for unemploy­ 
ment as well as for incompetence and inefficiency. 
F lirtherm ore unions protect the incompetent and 
inefficient in tenure so th at the public suffers 
from the combination of labor leaders and poli­ 
ticians. The milk strike in New York City, one of 
the most horrible disttibances of public peace in 
our time, is an example of the abuse of the pub­ 
lic’* rights by this combination of labor leaders 
and politicians. This is a perfect s>mbol of the 
public be damned attitude, of babies and the sick 
being killed by an unwillingness of politicians to 
meet an 
em barrassing 
situation courageously. 
And the surprising fact is th at the public takes 
impudence without protest. 
Just before Flection Day, the municipal au­ 
thorities in New’ York awoke to the peril to the 
public, but why did it tak e so long? 
This is an essay which asks the question why 
the public perm its itself to suffer. Why do we ac­ 
cept impudence? We are told that it is charac­ 
teristic of the times; th a t times have changed. 
But It has only changed to the extent that the 
public accepts impudence and impertinence w ith­ 
out striking back. Let me return to the m atter 
of telegram s: they should be delivered and signed 
for. T hat is part of the transaction. When they 
are telephoned, there is no record of delivery and 
acceptance. When they are put under the door or 
left in a hallway to be picked up, delivery is not 
established. The sender has a complaint. He 
should exhibit anger. The public has as many 
rights as the employe o r the m anagem ent. When 
a service has been reduced, the public should com­ 
plain and complain hard.

Murmurs of the Heart 


And Their Significance

In a previous column, I explained the form a­ 
tion of the heart into a four-cham bered structure 
with two sets of valves w hose principal function is 
that of preventing backflow when the heart pumps 
blood into the tissues of the body. 
W hen your heart functions normally, your doc­ 
tor hears only two sounds w ith each beat. 
The 
first sounds like “blub." 
It corresponds w ith the 
pumping action of the ventricles at a tim e when 
the auriculo-ventricular valves are floated upward 
so as to prevent back-flow into the auricles and 
when the aortic and pulmonary valves are opened 
so as to clear the channels through which blood 
flows to body structures. 
The second heart sound is a “dub." 
Thus, 
blub-dub, biub-dub at a rate of about 72 a min­ 
ute, day and night, w ithout interruption for as 
long as you live. 
The second or “dub” sound is made by the 
clicking of the aortic and pulmonary valves as 
they snap closed to prevent back-flow’ into the 
ventricle that is now' filling as m itral and tri­ 
cuspid valves open to perm t blood to flow from 
auricle to ventricle in preparation for the next 
contraction. 
Quite naturally, there are constant currents 
of flowing blood throughout these cycles of fill­ 
ing, pumping and emptying. 
And, ‘quite often, 
these currents cause rippiings such as you’d hear 
if you sat on the bank of a stream and listened 
to the ‘ babbling brook.*' 
These babblings are called “accdenta! m ur­ 
m urs” tx>cause the mechanism by which they an* 
produced is unrelated to any heart dam age/A nd. 
because the accidental m urm ur is not indicative of 
any impairment of cardiac efficiency, it’s the sort 
of fact you do best to ’'file and forget.” 
It Is not a storm signal. 
It needs no treat­ 
ment. 
It shouldn't increase your insurance pre­ 
mium. but you ought to know about it so you can 
tell other doctors who m ay be called upon to ex­ 
amine you or your children at som e future time. 
Although accidental m urm urs are heard most 
frequently, the truly organic m urm urs are of must 
consequence. 
They are produced by structural 
defects of the heart and or its valves; for exam ­ 
ple, small openings in the partitions that sepa­ 
rate cardiac chamber*, narrowing of valve open­ 
ings ((stenoses) with obstruction to the forward 
flow’ of blood or valvular leakage with a back­ 
flow’ of blood iinsufficiency). 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances, a sort of grum ble might precede the 
blub-dub. 
Thus, grrr-blub-dub or there might be 
a sort of a hissing between blub and dub or after 
dub. 
Thus blub-siss-dub or blub-dub-siss. 
But don’t let the knowledge that you have an 
organic murmur throw you into a tailspin. 
For, 
in the vast majority of eases, the versatility of 
the heart is such that it overcomes the handleap 
imposed by the cau se of the organic m u rm u r. 
Only rarely doe* the defect interfere suffi­ 
ciently w ith cardiac function to slow you up, 
w arrant an uprating in your insurance premium 
or produce circulatory em barrassm ent that un­ 
responsive to skillful treatm ent by an informed 
physician. 
And now, thanks to the miracles of 
cardiac surgery, many of these detects can be 
repaired.

They are ex­ 
cellent in Instrum ent* for m eas­ 
uring high thrust, high tem per­ 
atu re and large weights. They 
are very good in oceanography. 
But they do not have the over­ 
all strong hand. 
That is, over-all Russian sd - 
ence does yet m atch the science 
in the W est. Much of their work 
is routine. 


T H E 
R U SSIA N S T E N D TO 
concentrate their men in key 
fields, push for a break-through. 
They tend to let wide areas go 
and depend on American, B rit­ 
ish and other W estern research 
—which they translate diligent­ 
ly — to carry them in these un­ 
covered areas. Their translation 
of W estern scientific research is 
fabulous. 
The Russians have been doing 
some very good work in physical 
chem istry 
and 
in 
explosives. 
They are good in elect rochem- j 
istry. 


Tile are woefully 
weak 
in 
INORGANIC 
chem istry, 
but 
moving 
up.

We are ahead In the develop­ 
ment of missile fuels. T hat is, 
new U. S. fuels pack m ore pow­ 
er per pound And U. S. scien­ 
tists are on the verge of much 
better exotic fuels. The Reds are 
behind, too, in high energy’ phys­ 
ics. 
The United 
States 
is well 
ahead in chemical engineering 
and in electrical and electronic 
engineering. The Russians con­ 
tinually look to the U. S. here. 
The 
Am erican 
petro-chem ical 
industry is much further ad­ 
vanced than is Russia’s. 
Russian biology is woefully 
weak. So is Russian medicine. 
The one m ajor exception: space 
medicine.

In all, some 200 different radioactive isotopes (radioactive forms of ordinary elements) 
are created by a hydrogen bomb blast.

Everyone takes for granted the almost unbelievable blast and heat unleashed 
by a nuclear bomb.
